MISS FANNIE’S VIEWS 


On the Arrest of Her Brother tn Ireland. 

PHILADELPHIA, October 17.—‘‘Charles Stewart 
Parnell should have been arrested a year ago,’’ said 
Fannie Parnell, sister of the Irish agitator, toa re- 
porter of the Philadelphia Press to-day. Miss Par- 
“WhatI mean,” said 
she, in explanation, ‘‘is that the English govern- 
ment committed a blunder, if they believed the 
land league movement was of-any moment, in not 
nipping it inthe bud, instead of waiting untilit 
had bloomed into a wide-spreading flower. Not 
that I wish they had been far seeing enough to do 
this—by no means. Im glad they have blundered, 
and Lam vlad for another reason: 

My brother’s arrest must silence forever the ab- 
surd suspicion that exjsted in a few disloyal minds 
that he was in collusion with the british govern- 
ment. Instead of checking the operations of the 


Instead of bringing obloqguy upon Charles Stewart 
Parnell she has popularized him more thun ever, 
“What a mistake it was, to be sure,’’ continued 
Miss Parnell, laughing. ‘‘The idea of waiting until 
Ireland was permeated with the idea, frum the 
Giant’s Causeway to Cape Clear, until the whole 
civilized world was familiar with Ireland's protest, 
and land league became a familiar house- 
word. tlow absurd. Had England 
taken this step a veal aga, is 
I said before, or even after the passage of the coer- 
cion act, it would in all probability have puta seri- 
ous damper upon the land league and its propaga- 
tion, if it did not killitaltogether.

Death of Governor Wiltz. 

NEW ORLEANS, October 17.—Governor Wiltz died 
at 12:30 this morning.

HONOR TO THE MEMORY OF THE 
LATE JUSTICE CLIFFORD. 


Assistant Postmaster-General Tyner Requested to Go

WASHINGTON, October 17.—The bar of the supreme 
court held ameeting to-day to pay respect to the 
memory of the late Justice Clifford. Senator David 
Davis presided, and James H McKinney, clerk of 
the supreme court, was secretary, Eulogies were 
pronounced by Judge Davis, on taking the chair, 
Philip Phillips, Montgomery Blair, R T Merrick 
and others, and a series of resolutious adopted ex+ 
pressive of regret. Mourning is to be worn during 
the present term. 

It has been stated.as a fact that President Arthur 
has asked for the resignation of First- Assistant Post 
master-General Tyner, and that Frank Hatton, of 
the Burlington Hawkeye, will succeed him. Tyner 
is absent, but is expected here to-morrow. No 
doubtis felt that Tyner’s resignation has been 
written, Itis reported that Judge Freeman, of the 
postoffice department, will soon be superseded. 

During the last few days Congressmen Frank His- 
cock, of New York, and J Warren Keifer, of Ohie, 
who are candidates for the republican nomination 
for speaker of the house next session have been in 
town. They held a long conference with their 
friendsin the senate, and with the representatives 
now in thecity. They are expected to return by 
the first of November, when the other candidates 
for the nomination will be here. Kasson, of Iowa, 
Keifer, of Ohio, and Hiscock, of New York, are un- 
derstood to be the leading candidates. Page, of 
California, would be willing to serve as a 
representative of the Pacific slope: Belford asa 
representative of Colorado and its neighboring 
sisters; Robinson, of Massachusetts, as a representa- 
tive of New England, Haskell, of Kansas, and Bur- 
rows, Of Michigan, on general principles.

Epitors CONSTITUTION: Ihand with this the let- 
ter}of J Fletcher Johnston, chairman of the board 
of railroad commissioners, for the state of Kentucky. 
I trust you will consider, as I have, the suggestions 
of Mr Johnston, of sufficient consequence to pub- 
lish what he has to say in yourcolumns, 

There isno one question at present so fully ab- 
sorbing the mind of the general public as that of 
regulating by law railway transportation—local and 
as between the states. 

Mr Johnston's suggestions are soentirely new, and 
so eminently practical, and so fully remoye all ob- 
jections growing out of ‘‘states rights theories,’’ or 
the creation of a national board of railway commis- 
sioners, to be appointed by the president, or the es- 
tablishing of a railway bureau at Washington city, 
with its secretary and petronage, that a full dis- 
cussion of his plan forthe regulation of inter-state 
commerce must prove profitable in the solution of 
this question, a question that the people will solve 
for themselves if the states and congress fail to pro~ 
vide a remedy by efficient laws for the evils com- 
plained of.

LEXINGTON, Ky, October 15, 1881— Major Campbell 
Wallace, Georgia Railroad Commissioner—Dear Sir: 
I have an inclination to address you a letter on the 
subject of our late railroad commissioners’ conven- 
tion, at Atlanta, and hasten to do so. 

You will remember that Commis- 
sioner Pratt, of Missouri, offered a 
resolution, whith was the first matter brought to 
the notice of the convention, after organization, 
the original draitof which 1 have before me and 
copy, as follows; 

Resolved, That acommittee of five be appointed 
by the chair to reportat an adjourned meeting of 
this convention on the principles on which 
state luws regulating rates of transportation by rail- 
roads should be based.’’ 

This resolution suggested a committee on the or- 
der of business, which was moved and carried, and 
the chaifappointed{the following committee, to-wit: 
G M Weodruff, of Kentucky, chairman, J 5 Cone, 
of California, Samuel Barnett, of Georgia, J F John- 
ston, of Kentucky, and W L Bragg, of Alabama. 

After the convention adjourned the chairman, 
Mr Woodruff, handed me Mr Pratt's resolution. 
Upon the suggestion from me that it might be 
drawn differently, aud reported by the committee, 
Mr Woodruff requested me to draw such resolu- 
tionsas I thought would cover those of Mr Pratt. In 
accordance I drew the following resolutions, which 
were reported to the convention. 

Resolved, That a committee of five commissioners 
+ be appointed by the chair to report at a future na- 
tional convention of rail commissioners, 
whether a general law for the regulation of railroad 
transportation can be so formed as to apply to all 
the states, and if so, to report a draft of such a law 
at said meeting.

The object of the first resolution was to test the 
Guestion of regulating inter-state commerce 
through the investigation of a committee during 
the vacation of the combination which would give 
ample time to make it.thorough. 

It was my opinion, and is still, thatsuch a com- 
mittee would report negatively on this first resolu- 
tion and then come to the second resolution. It 
proposes the consideration of congressional inter- 
vention, and, if possible to reach some con- 
clusion on this difficult question. which shall 
result in a satisfactory selution of it to all parties, 
and reconciling conflicting views on the question of 
the rights of states, necessarily involved in it, toa 
greater or less degree. The first and second 
resolutions were carefully drawn in the 
alternative. The cemmittee was to advise 
the convention whether or not it deemed congres- 
sional intervention advisable. My conviction was, 
upon drawing this resolution, that the committee 
would be forced to the conclusion § after 
thorough investigation that CONZTess 
must in some way intervene in this 
matter. If so, then the committee was to report 
and craft sucha lawas would express precisely 
how congressional intervention should be had, 
subject, of course, 10 such revision 
as congress should deem proper. As 
n member of the committee [ felt 
that our committee could not, with proper del- 
icacy and consideration, for a committee, which the 
first resolution contemplated, forestall or dictate to 
that contemplated—yet unappointed—committee, 
how they should perform their duty. 

Butit was my purpose in the furtherance of the 
end of these resolutions, had they prevailed and I 
should: have been appointed upon it, and if not 
then to suggest to it, privately, my views 
of a solution of the _ = problem, which 
I herewith submit to your consideration 
and uurestricted use. Having come to the inevita- 
ble point by the committee that the power of con- 
gress must be involved,the ‘how 'nextarises. It was 
my purpose to lay before the committee 
this: That an act of congress be recommended 
to pass constituting the chairnmen of the vari- 
ous railroud commissioners of the several states, 
having commissions a United States commission, 
with a commissioner for the District of Columbia to 
be appointed, by the presidentof the United States, 
to act as chairman, which should be vested 
with plenary power to settle the questions 
arising out of inter-state traffic on railroads, and 
that the decisions ofsuch a commission, so consti- 
tuted, should be without appeal. I believe that 
states Which have no railroad commission would 
provide for them, if forno other purpose, for that 
of representation in the United States ruil- 
road commission, for the purpose of regulating inter- 
state commerce or tratlic on railroads, as between 
themselves and other states. Thus, I believe, a 
satisfactory solution may be had of this vexed 
question without in any way conflicting with any- 
body’s or any section’s theories or 
convictions of states rights, and in 
perfect harmony with the spirit and genius of our 
form of government. It would correspond in 
every sense with the actual status of the states to 
the general government, leave untouched the au- 
tonomy offthe states, and the harmonious relations 
of each to the other and fall to each, and 
at peace with themselves in regulating 
their own affairs as to railroads by their commissions 
within their borders. 

Crudely and in general,my dear sir, I submit this 
important outline of my views on ‘this sublect and 
my purposes in drawing the resolutions referred 
to, with expression .of regret that they should 
have been. so misconstrued and misun 
derstood, as to have failed of adoption by the con- 
vention. I still hope, however, that should it be that 
I shall have occasion, that I shall be ablein some 
other form to impress effectively these views, so that 
somehow they may finally prevail, and 1 should 
like to haye your views upon my projected solution.

The Old Battlefield Assuming a Lively Leok. 

YORKTOWN, Va, October 17—Sunday has passed 
very quietly. The Fifth Maryland regiment arrived 
at 7 o'clock this morning,and immediately wentinto 
camp. The steamer Wm Crane,with the New Jersey 
battalion about 750 strong, and Governor Ludlow’s 
staff on board reached the dock about eight o’elock. 
While marching to the camps, about one mile and 
a half distant, more than fifty men dropped from 
the ranks on account of the heat, and were brought 
in by ambulance. 

Religious services were held in the pavilion 
in the. morning, conducted by Right Rev. 
Bishop Keane, of the Catholic diocgse, of Virginia, 
assisted by Archbishop Gibbons, of Maryland, and 
inthe afternoon by Rev John Hall, of New York. 
Both mectings were attended largely. 

The Massachusetts troops, attened the 
governor and staff, are expected to arrive 
some time to-night. Capt White, of the U S navy, 
has been appointed by Admiral Porter as captain of 
the port of Yorktown, and will meet different ex- 
pected arrivals in future. He isin command of the 
steamer Mayflower. About two thousand visitors 
from Richmond and Norfolk were in town to-day. 
Camps are very nicely located. In selecting them 
it was the aim of the committee to locate quarters 
of different states on about the same ground that 
was occupied when the surrender was made one 
hundred years ago. Gen Hancock's headquarters 
are said to be on the same point as that of the head- 
quarters of Washington. He was in camp to-day, 
giving directions in person.

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A TENNESSEE TRAGEDY. 


A Fatal Affray Between Two Brethere-in-Law. 

CHRISTIANA, Tenn., October 17—Quite an unfortu- 
nate tragedy occurred at theefiet little village of 
Fosterville, a station on the Naghville and Chatta 
nooga railroad, yesterday evening, at 7 o'clock.

In Georgia the leading 


States—crop of 1879. 
corn-producing counties were Burke, 505,290 
bushels; Gwinnett, 470,409 bushels; Washing- 
ton, 411,499; bushels; Cobb, 406,730 bushels, 
and Floyd, 405,290. The product of the state 
was 23,.202.018 bushels from 2,558,733 acres of 
land. 

Of oats Brooks produced 163,862 bushels; 
Thomas, 158,467; Wilkes, 133,277; Houston, 
121.261: Coweta, 106,331; Lowndes, 102,276. 
The product of the state was 5,548,743 bushels, 
and the acreage 612,783. 

The production of ryein the state was 
small, although well distributed, nearly every 
county adding something to the crop.

readers. The plan he suggests is simple as 
common sense can make it, and it is in no 
way obnoxious to the charge of centralization. 
He proposes that .congress shall place the 
whole matter in thé hands of a commission 
composed of the chairmen of state boards,and 
that from the decision of a commission so in- 
stituted, there shall be no appeal. 

Apart from the simple solution of 
government regulation, which Mr. 
Johnston's programme embodies, it is, highly 
suggestive. It gives a hint of how the states, 
instead of fearing the encroachments of the 
general government, may use that government 
to their own advantage in all things by put- 
ting in operation sympathetic machinery. 
There is no inter-state problem that cannot

It is not in one class of office, store or 
shop, that you hear those feeble wails, but in 
nearly all, ‘‘It's men’s place to work and support 
women.’’ ‘I think it is the greatest misfortune that 
can happen to a woman, this going into the world 
and earning a living.’’ “I wish I was rich,”’ and “I 
am tired of work.’’ Now,do not men and boys hear 
all this? And when our grand apostles of the new 
dispensation demand equal civil place for women 
in the state, energetic George and industrious Peter,

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AN OLD FRENCH PLAY. 


How it Was Worked. 

One of the most succesful playsof the past two 
seasons, is ‘‘A Child of The State,’’ which{the Hoey- 
Hurdie played at the opera house 
last night. 

Its history ispeculiar. It was written 
the French by D'Ennery, the author of ‘‘The Two 
Orphans,’ ‘A Celebrated Case,’ ‘Don Cesar De 
Bazan,’’ and other well known players.

What are you 
going to do afterwards?’’ Hoey had no suggestion 
ready, and Hardie proposed & partnership. They 
knew it would be better if they could find some 
new and attractive play. Search forone brought 
up the “Child of the State,’ which Hoey went to 
work and finished. It was sent to Mr. Wallack one 
Friday for his jadgment. The young men waited 
his decision with great anxiety of course, but were 
rewarded the following Sunday night by 
a telegram saying: ‘I will accept 
your play and play in it myself.’’ It was atonce put 
on the stage at Wallack’s,and madean instantaneous 
suecess with a run of ten weeks. The following fall 
Mr Hoey and Mr Hardie founded their combination 
and took the road. They have been all over the 
country, and have made a remarkable success in all 
sections. Mr Hoey has preserved all the powerful dra- 
matic effects of the French play, has 
carefully expunged all that seemed 
indelicate, and has put in some excellent 
original work. Mr Hardie and he, by their admira-
